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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The allowability resides in the overall structure of the device as recited in independent 
claims 1,12, and 18, and at least in part because of the following: 

claim 1 recites: "a pair of resilient portions", "a pair of opposite pressing portions", and 
"a pair of cutouts being defined in the pressing member at a side thereof; 

claim 12 recites: "two fastening means", "a pair of opposite pressing portions", "a first 
latching leg", and "a second latching leg"; and, 

claim 18 recites: "a rectangular frame", "a first beam", "a second beam", "a first latch 
leg", and "a second latch leg". 

The aforementioned limitations in combination with all remaining Umitations of the 
respective claims, are believed to render said claims patentable over the art of record. 

Furthermore, regarding claim 12, the claim was considered under 35 USC 1 12, sixth 
paragraph, since it recites "means plus function" limitation: "fastening means". The 
aforementioned "fastening means" have been described in the specification, p. 5, paragraph 
[0022] (resilient fingers) and p. 3 and 4, paragraph [0016] (resiUent claws), and have been shown 
on the drawings (Fig. 1, 2, elements (142) and Fig, 4, 5, elements (542)). 

The closest reference to the present invention is believed to be US/6,501,656 to Peng et 
al., (Peng). 

Peng disclosed (Fig. 1-3) a heat sink assembly comprising: a socket (40); an electronic 
package (30) mounted on the socket (40); a heat sink (22); and a clip (10) comprising a pressing 
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member (12) engaged with the socket (40), and an operating member (14) comprising a pair of 
resilient portions (144, 148), the pressing member (12) pressing the heat sink (22) against the 
electronic package (30), a pair of cutouts (138, 136) being defined in the pressing member (12), 
the resilient portions (144, 148) snappingly engaged with the pressing member (12) in the 
cutouts (136, 138), but did not disclose a pair of opposite pressing portions and the cutouts that 
are formed on a side of the pressing member, as required by claim 1, or "fastening means" as 
required by claim 12, or "a rectangular firame", "a first beam", and "a second beam", as required 
by claim 18. 

The Examiner has also cited the following pertinent to the present invention references: 
US/20040125567, 20040032720, 6778395, 6731506, 6570763, 6250375, 5933326, 
5761036, 5671118, D0492655, 6483703, 6452801, 6449817, 5771960, 5448449, 5979025, 
5870288, and WO 03/081641 disclosed mounting arrangements for heat sinks. 

None of the cited references either taken alone or in combination is believed to render the 
present invention unpatentable as claimed.
